TEL AVIV. — Feeling among trade 
union and labour circles ig that 
the Histadrut would have no dif- 
fieulty in staging nation-wide strikes 
to back any demand it would make 
that the private employers pay com- 
pensation of seven per cent for the 
recent rise in prices. Public opin- 
fon has already been aroused by the 
crudity of the Treasury's handling 
of the subsidies cuts, these circles 


say. 

An unscheduled meeting yesterday 
petween Finance Minister Pinhas 
Sapir and Histadrut acting secre- 
tary-general Yeruham Meshel, ended 
in deadlock when the Minister asked 
the Histadrut to waive its demand 
that compensation for the price 
rise be fixed at seven per cent of 
basic salaries up to IL700 per month, 

Mr. Sapir would not budge from 
his original proposal of four per 
cent, while the Histadrut would not 
be deflected from the principle that 
increased cost-of-living must be re- 
flected in the workers’ pay cheque. 

Mr. Sapir was ready to spend 
1L89m. a year tn the form of family 


allowances, acceding to the Histad- 
rut request that the Government pay 
allocations for the first two children 
(Now, the employer 15 obliged to pay 
workers for the first two children.) 
The state would also increase the 
aQocation for the third and subse- 
quent children from 1.10 to EL15 a4 
demanded by the Histadrut. 


The course now open to the His- 
tadrut is to ask the private em- 
ployers to pay the additional! cost-of- 
living allowances directly. Once an 
agreement is signed between the 
Manufacturers Association and the 
Histadrut, the government as an em- 
ployer would have to follow suite. 
This ig the standard procedure when 
the cost-of-living allowances are 
adjusted at the beginning of each 
year, 

Mr. Meshel has been known as & 
Staunch Mapai man, ready τὸ follow 
Mr. Sapir’s lead without much op- 
position. There were rumours yes- 
terday that his present firmness 
might lose him the Labour Party's 
backing for his candidature as per- 
manent Histadrut secretary-general 
at the national convention in March. 


Seamen’s strike starts 
on all merchant ships

HAIFA. — The Seamen's Union call- 
ed its members on the 20 Israel

— Vice-President 
Gerald Ford said yesterday Presi- 
dent Nixon told him that release of 
key Watergate tapes and summaries 
“Is being actively considered.” 

Ford said at a news conference he 
thinks “it’s a matter of timing” as 
to when the release will be made. 

Ford said Nixon told him sbout 
10 days ago of the possible plans to 
telease the material. 

When asked if that meant the 
material concerning conversations 
between President Nixon sud John 
‘W. Dean, his former lawyer, would 
at some point be released, the Vice- 
President replied that “I have no 

ific information.” 

Ford said he believes Nixon's at- 
torneys will mske some recommen- 
dation “at the appropriate time.” 

Three times during the news con- 
ference, Ford said he does not plan 
to examine the White House mate- 
vial himself and that “I have com- 
plete faith" in Senate Republican 
leader Hugh Scott's interpretation 
that it backs Nixon’s denial of know- 
ledge of the Watergate cover-up,- 

Mystery remained yesterday over 
the identity of the alleged civillan 
authority who prevented a young 
Raval rating, suspected of being part 
of a Pentagon spy ring inside the 
White House, from being court 
martialed. 

Admiral Thomas Moorer, chair- 
man of the joint chiefs of staff, 
told reporters on Wednesday that 
“civillan authorities" had twice re- 
jected his oral requests to have the 
rating court-martialled.

Use of confessional box 
optional, Vatican decides 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — The Va- 
tiean reformed Roman Catholic rites 
for penance yesterday, i 
optional the use of the “confessional 
box" but preserving the need to con- 
fess grave sins individually to a 
priest. 

The new ritual permits bishops to 
retain or eliminate the centuries-old, 
darkened “box” with its screen sepa- 
rating the two participants. 

Vatican sources sald “confessional 
rooms” might become the norm in 
many dioceses in keeping with the 
new ritual'’s aim of making penance 
more communal and more of a re- 
conciliation with God than a con- 
fession of a purely private nature. 

But Catholics guilty of grave or 
“mortal” sin must still confess indi- 
vidually to a priest to receive absotu- 
tion, or forgiveness. 


Although the reform stopped short 
of apecifically liberalizing the use of 
communal confession and general 
ebsolution, 1+ said “in very spectal - 
circumstances... general absolution 
may be given at the discretion of - 
the bishops with the individual con- 
feasion of sins being postponed to a 
future time.”

STATEMENT FROM THE SENATE OF BAR-ILAN UNIVERSITY 


At its meeting on February 5, 1974 (13th of Shevat 5734) 
the Senate of Bar-Ilan University resolved to issue the 
following statement: 

Four months have passed since numbers of Israeli soldiers 
fell into Syrian captivity. The Syrian Government has arro- 
gantly disregarded international rules of conduct governing 
these matters, and so far has done so with impunity. Even the 
International Red Cross has stood aside without taking the 
steps necessary to prevent injury to these prisoners who con- 
tinue to be deprived of their rights under international law. 

Our bitter experience of what has happened to Israeli sol- 
diers in Syrian captivity in the past fills us with the deepest 
concern for the fate of these captives now held in Syria. Every 
day that passes adds to their real danger and to the suffering 
experienced by their near and dear ones.
